Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection over Bennet in ivew of Barsoum is 
maintained for reasons made of record. Applicants argue that there is no motivation to modify Bennett et al. This is not persuasive 
because it has been established by the Supreme Court that there need be no explit motivation in the prior art. The art generally teaches 
the use of cargo peptides to facilitate and enhance delivery of nucleic acids and antisense in particular. The skilled artisan would reach to 
known and obvious modifications to enhance delivery to minimize the total amount of drug needed to achieve the same effect. The 
rejection over Scholar et al is maintained in view of the non-entry of the amendment, Applicants argue the enablement rejection and point 
to teachings of the specification. The teachings of the specification were considered and found inadequate for reasons and evidence 
made of record in the last office acition. Applicants provide three new pieces of evidence to support the enablement of the specification. 
It is noted that the specification must be enabled at the time that the invention was made and that references published 4-8 years after 
filing does not establish enablement and what one of skill in the art would have believed at the time of filing. Further, the proffered 
evidence is not commensurate in scope with the claims and does not establish enablement at the time that the invention was made. The 
enablment rejection is maintained for reasons made of record. . 
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
